Welfare ‘Key’ 
Found by Group 


Churchmen Work Quietly 
To Help Institutions to 
Improve Services. 


LOUISVILLE, KY.—Two hundred 
Louisville churchmen have found a 
way to translate practical Christian- 
ity into practical government. They 
quietly study jails, eourts, hospitals 
and public homes; they observe 
conditions, compare practices with 
those in other states and have a 
program to suggest before they criti- 
cize. 

The group is known as the com- 
mittee on institutions of the Louis- 
ville Council of Churches. It was 
formed five years ago. 

A subcommittee studies an instl- 
tution or department, Then it calls 
on the official in charge and dis- 
cusses its investigation, 

If it has criticism it doesn’t re- 
buke the official. In fact, it starts 
out by finding something he has done 
which it may commend. It recog- 
nizes the handicaps under which 
he may be working. Maybe it’s lack 
of funds. Maybe it's antiquated 
buildings or equipment. Maybe it’s 
lack of trained personnel. 

Basic Assumption, 

The general committee starts out 
on the assumption that every office- 
holder would rather do a good job 
than a poor one. And it offers the 
backing, indirectly at least, of about 
400 churches, with an approximate 
membership of 100,000. 

The committee doesn't care who 
gets the credit for improvements 
or reforms. The main thing is to 
get the job done. 

Institutions which have felt the ad- 
monishing but sympathetic hand 
of the churchmen are the Central 
State Hospital for the Insane at 
Lakeland, the State reformatory at 
La Grange, the Jefferson county ju- 
venile court and children’s (deten- 
tion) center and Louisville General 
hospital. 

Prevention receives much atten- 
tion from the committee. For in- 
stance, the child-care division, head- 
ed by Charles Walters, learned that 
the police crime prevention bureau 
keeps a spot map showing the homes 
of all juvenile offenders. Studying 
this chart, the committee noted an 
area which had been preducing 
many boy delinquents. 

A church which owned an unused 
building in the area rented it to the 
committee for $1 a year. The com- 
mittee persuaded the community 
chest to provide funds and the Sal- 
vation Army furnished a worker. 
Now there is a flourishing boys’ 
club in the area. 

Tasks for Chaplains, 

At the juvenile court, La Grange 
reformatory and Lakeland Mental 
hospital, the committee has placed 
chaplains. These are not just min- 
isters to look after the spiritual wel- 
fare of their charges, though they do 
that, too. These clergymen have 
been specially trained to work 
among delinquents or the mentally 
deficient, They also work with the 
inmates’ families. 

Lawyers, teachers, business men 
—all the professional resources of 
Louisville—are tapped to aid the 
committee’s projects. 

Groups of citizens worked with the 
budget committee of the legislature 
to obtain an increase in the Lake- 
land hospital per capita appropria- 
tion by 50 per cent. 

A subcommittee is studying the 
case histories of the residents of the 
county Home for the Aged to see 
what makes an elderly citizen de- 
pendent upon public funds, 

All subcommittees have long-range 
and short-range objectives. For ex- 
ample, the jail committee has been 
working on the immediate aim of 
making the city lockup clean, At the 
same time, it has the eventual goal 
of abolishing both the jail and an 
antiquated ‘‘workhouse”’ in favor of 
a prison farm.

The new pig shape is being de- 
veloped from the Landrace hog of 
Denmark. Breeders say they are 
succeeding in eliminating two short- 
comings of the breed—its tendency 
to be too lean and the fact its skin 
is too white and tender, 

A greater proportion of the im- 
proved Landrace pig’s weight is de- 
posited in the high-priced cuts—the 
ham, loin, bacon and shoulder butt, 
the department says.

LONDON.—A German bomb fell 
on the home of Iris Ada Porter in 
December, 1940, killing her husband 
and her baby and seriously injuring 
the 33-year-old Ilford housewife her- 
self. 

Iris Ada Porter died recently, six 
years after the tragedy. 

“Death due to enemy action,” 
Coroner P. B. Skiels recorded at an 
inquest.

Here, where no white man has 
ever approached, and where even 
the tribesmen have left the region 
untouched, will appear for the first 
time the Gatti-Hallicrafters’ ‘‘float- 
ing island,”’ a strange silently pro- 
pelled craft entirely camouflaged by 
fresh vegetation, which will ap- 
proach wild life along the lake 
shores to photograph them and re- 
cord their sounds for science, mean- 
while sending back radio reports on 
the safari to the base camp. The 
“humming bird,’ a specially adapt- 
ed helicopter, will hover over these 
hidden game havens, photographing 
and recording the life of strange 
jungle animals, many of which have 
never been seen even by natives. 

Down into the virgin depths of 
these lakes will sink the ‘‘diving 
eye,’’ a grotesque contraption which 
will photograph in natural color the 
submarine monsters’ described in 
superstitious awe by the few natives 
who have dared to penetrate the 
sacred shores of dread Bijongo. 

Scientists of the expedition will 
penetrate the Eturi forest, along the 
western slope of the mountain, 
where torrential rainfall and per- 
petual seepage of snow have madc 
it the wettest spot on earth. 


1,700 Tons of Bacon Shipped 


To Ukraine as Relief Supplies 

MOSCOW.—The Ukrainian Prav- 
da of Kiev has reported the arrival 
in Odessa of 520,000 pairs of men's 
shoes and 3,450,000 pounds of bacon, 
all as UNRRA relief supplies 

The shipment reached Odessa 
aboard the SS William Allen White. 
The shoe shipment was the largest 
received in Russia to date through 
UNRRA, the Kiev paper said. The 
report said all the supplies had been 
distributed through the Ukraine and 
that the shoes went to teachers, doc- 
tors, medical personnel, factory and 
farm workers and to war-bereaved 
families.

Little Village of Myriad 
Memories Is Receiving 
Complete Revival. 


BROOKINGS, ORE, —From boem 
to boom is the surprising life story 
of this little community, 

On September 9, 1942, the press 
wires flashed the first aerial bomb. 
ing of continental United States 
—near Brookings, where a small 
plane, presumably Japanese, had 
dropped an incendiary bomb, try- 
ing to start a forest fire, said the 
United Press, 

Brookings was a_ sorry, dilap- 
idated little settlement then — a 
ghost of the fabulous northwest 
lumber exploitation era, now under- 
going rebirth in a postwar lum- 
ber boom. 

Probably no town in the Pacific 
northwest is receiving such a thor- 
ough going over as this community 
of myriad memories. 

From that day some 
ago when the huge sprawling saw- 
mill of the giant California and 
Oregon Lumber company collapsed 
and the workmen walked away 
without even stopping the machin- 
ery or hauling the fires from under 
the boilers, to just recently, Brook 
ings lay dormant, molding and 
meditating on its colorful past. 

Town is Reborn, 


20 odd years 


Today those who stayed on and 
shuffled through the ruins of a lost 
empire, together with a surge of 
new blood, are wiping out the last 
remnants of bygone days and res- 
urrecting the dead. 

Where once stood the mill, life- 
blood of the community, where 
once spread the miles of railroad 
track, the many wood camps, are 
now springing roads and new build- 
ings. Home sites have been staked 
out, city streets planned and rock 
foundations already laid. Several 
miles of new sewer and water serv- 
ice mains are being put under- 
ground from stockpiles of surplus 
war materials. Poles, crossarms, 
wire and pole line furniture suffi- 
cient for 300 miles of new and re- 
newed electric service construc- 
tion are accumulating, 


Already one sawmill and one 
planer are in operation as the race 
for lumber from the many thou- 
sands of acres of new and old 
growth fir begins again. 

An influx of new residents has 
created a housing problem compa- 
rable to that in other parts of the 
country. The postmistress reports 
a current shortage of 250 rental 
boxes. A full-grown newspaper, the 
weekly Brookings - Harbor Pilot, 
has been born, Desirable business 
property along the proposed down- 
town district is changing hands at 
figures that indicate even the most 


seasoned businessman believes the’ 


city is a venture worth investing in, 
Point to Resources, : 


There is a dentist here now and a 
second doctor has hung out his 
shingle. An addition to the consoli- 
dated school is being mulled over, 
Navigational improvements at the 
mouth of the Chetco river, where 
once the lumber schooners loaded 
their cargoes, are under considera- 
tion and fishermen are watching for 
developments with interest, 

What brought about this start- 
ling metamorphosis probably was a 
revived activity in the lumber in- 
dustry. But natives of the area be- 
lieve they can present a sustained 
economy that will keep the com. 
munity growing for years to come. 
They point to their sheep, dairy 
cattle, beef, pork and lumber as 
reliable, negotiable resources, They 
are prone to bring out the mild 
coastal climate that makes the 
country a delightful year-around 
place for the outdoor lover. Also not 
to -be overlooked, the oldtimer will 
tell you, is the flourishing and high- 
ly lucrative floral trade that spe- 
cializes in azaleas and rhododen- 
drons, 

There is no doubt the transforma- 
tion to this thriving, forward-look- 
{ng community from the brushland 
that 20 years ago used to be leased 
at 50 cents per acre per year is 
little short of miraculous, 


No Ban on Radar Sales, 


State Department Says 
WASHINGTON, — The state de- 
partment said recently that there is 
no legal ban on the sale by Ameri- 
can firms to foreign nations of elec- 
tronic materials which the army and 
navy have removed from the secret 
lst. 

This category, it explained, cov- 
ers all materials supplied to the Al- 
lies under lend-lease, including 
about 90 per cent of this country’s 
radar equipment.

DISCLPLES' FERT 
LESSON TEXT—John 18:2-15, 34, 35.

On the eve of his crucifixion our 
Lord gave to his followers a striking 
example of how true humility shows 
itself in service to others. 

Almost in the shadow of the cross 
the disciples had fallen into an ar- 
gument about which of them should 
be greatest, Christ showed them 
the way of true greatness by an act 
of menial service, giving them an 
example for their own lives, a pat- 
tern of love. 

I, Action (vy, 3-11), 

He who was about to wash his dis- 
ciples feet was fully conscious who 
he was, whence he came, what his 
power was, and where he was going. 

Verse 8 gives us a clear view of 
our Lord’s knowledge of himself as 
divine, sent by the Father and to 
return to him, He was conscious 
that he was King of kings and Lord 
of lords—all things had been put 
into his hands, 

What followed would seem to be 
a mistake—a misfit in the pattern of 
the life of a being so great as the 
one described in verse 3—except for 
the fact that it was Jesus of whom 
it was said. A 

He knew that real greatness 
proves itsclf in the ability to stoop 
if need be to minister to the hum- 
blest need, It was just like Jesus to 
take the place of the servant. It is 
just like him to do the loving, 
thoughtful, compassionate thing for 
us today. 

Peter’s impulsive refusal to be 
washed enabled the Lord to teach 
him, and us, a needed lesson. The 
one who had come clean and well- 
groomed to the feast needed only to 
have the dust of the road cleansed 
from his sandaled feet. 

Just so the one who has been 
cleansed from his sins by the blood 
of Christ returns daily for the 
cleansing of the stains and soil of 
the journey through this wicked 
world, We must remember that this 
constant cleansing (I John 1:7) is 
necessary. It is not enough to make 
a decision for Christ and receive 
salvation; we need his daily grace 
for daily living. 

II, Example (vy, 12-15). 

When he resumed his place at the 
table, Jesus faced a humbled and 
ashamed group of men ready to 
haye driven home to their hearts 
the. powerful meaning of the exam- 
ple which had been set before them, 

They called him Lord and Mas- 
ter, and he agreed that they were 
right. Now he had set them a pat- 
tern of lowly service. They had al- 
ready sensed the rebuke involved, 
so he stressed only the positive side, 
the need for them to do what he had 
done. 

It is one thing to understand what 
has been taught, it is another thing 
to put it into practice. Jesus con- 
ditioned his blessing on the doing, 
rather than the hearing (see vv. 16, 
17). 

We are told in James 1:22 that 
the one who is a hearer of the 
Word and not a doer of it is self- 
deceived. He is fooling himself 
about his supposed spiritual prog- 
ress. God is not deceived by it, and 
usually his fellow men are not de- 
ceived by his profession of what he 
does not have. How sad then to go 
on deceiving himself and how fool- 
ish, 

Ill, Command (vy. 34, 35). 

It is really not a matter of choice 
for the believer whether he will live 
in the light of this great example— 
it is a commandment of God. Oh, 
yes, it is a commandment of love, 
but that makes it not less but more 
binding on us who believe in Christ. 

By act and example he set before 
his disciples the great and new 
commandment of love, expressing it- 
self in loving service, 

The measure of our love for our 
brethren is the love of Christ Jesus. 
That love, we all agree, was without 
limit, unbelievably great, inex- 
pressibly tender, infinite in its pur- 
pose and power, 

We cannot measure up to it. What 
then shall we do? Surely we must 
give to our very limit and beyond 
that limit by God’s grace, of our 
love for one another. Nothing less 
will do, if we are to keep his com- 
mandment. 

Such love between Christian breth- 
ren has always been the most ef- 
fective kind of testimony for Christ. 
As men see true and sacrificial love 
shown between Christians, they are 
drawn to Christ and the church, 

The opposite is also true, Divi- 
sions and strife among believers 
quickly become known to the world, 
and are always a ground for scorn- 
ful rejection of the truth which the 
chureh professes to believe and is 
asking the world to accept. We can- 
not effectively apply the gospel rem- 
edy (and it is the only remedy!) to 
a strife-torn world while we are en- 
gaged in unlovely battles with one 
another, ‘By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples," said 
Jesus, “if ye have love one for an- 
other."
